Prices  paid  for  A:Tierican  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on 
Wednesday,  October  9,  indicate  a  strent;thening  market,  according  to 
a  cable  to  tne  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econom- 
ics from  Mr.  Fred  A.  I/iotz,  Fruit  Specialist  of  the  United  States  De-  ■ 
partment  of  Agriculture  in  Europe.     The  auction  supplies  of  barreled 
apples  were  liberal  but  boxed  varieties  vvere  vnly  in  light  supply. 
The  demand  was  active  for  high  grade  fruit.     Considerable  quantities 
of  low  grade  fruit  were  offered,  however.     This  fruit  is  coming  intu 
direct  competition  with  home  grown  supplies  which  are  selling  at  a 
ride  price  range,  depending  on  color  and  quality. 

There  was  a  good  demand  for  Virginia  Yorks,  U.S.  Ho-  1,  2t 
inch  stock  selling  at  from  $6.81  to  $7.30  per  barrel.     Virginia  Ben 
Lavis  met  with  a  moderate  demand,  U.S.  Wo.  1,  2-4  inch  stock  bringing 
from  $6.33  to  $6.81  per  barrel.     Virginia  Winesaps  were  in  especially 
good  der.-nd,  U.S.  No.  1,  2|  inch  stock  bringin^  from  $8.37  to  $8.52 
pe  •  bariil.     Virginia  Staymans,  however,  sold  slowly  because  of  the 
ge.. -rally  poor  condition  of  the  fruit.    Virginia  G-anos  met  with  a  good 
demand,  U.S.  Gominercial ,  2i  inch  stock,  ranging  from  $6.93  to  $7..  42. 
The  Yorks  were  in  moderate  supply,  but  only  light  supplies  of  each  of 
the  other  varieties  were  available. 

'Washington  Jonathi^ns  met  with  an  active  demand,  combination 
packs  of  extra  fancy  and  fancy,  sizes  150/l75,  selling  at  from  $3.C4 
to  >^3-28  per  box.    Extra  fancy,  150/175' s,  brou,,nt  J3.89.  Washington 
King  Davids  met  with  a  good  demand,  combination  packs  of  extra  fancy 
and  fancy,  188/ smaller,  bringing  from  $2.92  to  $3.28.     Oregon  G-ra^f^n- 
steins  in  general  were  in  variable  condition  and  met  with  a  slow  demand. 
Combination  packs,  sizes  150/l75  in  good  condition,  brought  from  $2.92 
to  93.16  per  box.    As  previously  stated  boxed  supplies  in  general  were 
light. 


Prices  paid  in  London  and  Southampton  were  lower  than  in  Liver- 
pool, due  largely  to  the  lan-^e  supplies  of  home  grown  and  Canadian 
applxs      ITova  Scotian  G^-avenstcins ,   in  good  condition,  sold  at  from 
■:^2.43  to  $3.16  per  barrel  in  London.     Blenheims  ranged  from  $4,87  t') 
■H->4.99.     No  quotations  are  available  as  yet  for  Continental  markets  but 
thp  Britisn  Empire  Marketing  Board  has  suggested  that  the  headway  made 
by  American  frait  in  Continental  markets  last  season  is  being  maintained 
this  year  in  spite  of  good  European  apple  crops.
